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The Act of Parliament, made in April 1697, reſpecting the Standard Wincheſter 
Buſhel, runs thus: 


Every round Buſhel with a plain and even Bottom, being made eighteen Inches and 
a half wide throughout, and eight Inches deep, ſhould be eflcemed a Legal Wincheſter 
Buſhel, according to the Standard in his Majeſty's Exchequer.” 


A Veſſel being thus made, will contain 2150.42 Cubic Inches, conſequently the 
Carn Gallon contains 268+ Cubic Inches.

The Right Hand Column of the preceding Table ſhews the Quantities, in 
Quarters and Buſhels, Winchefter Meaſure, which are reſpectively equal to each of 
thoſe in the other Columns, ſtanding on the fame Line againſt them.

Cravse VII. That the ſeveral Maritime Counties within that Partof Great Britain

iſtrict; the Counties of Devon and Cornwall ſhall be the Tenth Diſtrict; and the

That the ſaid Juſtices, in their ſaid Quarter Seſſions aſſembled, ſhall, and they are 
authorized and required to appoint from amongſt ſuch Perſons as to them ſhall appear 
expcd.ent, within their reſpective Juriſdictions, One or more Perſon or Perſons, reſidin 
within or ngar each and every of the Towns ſo ſelected and nominated, to colleck 
weekly an Account of the Prices and Quantities of Corn and Grain in ſuch Town 
or Towns, and the erſon or Perſons to be called Inſpector or Inſpectors of the Prices 
of Corn and Grain in ſuch Towns reſpeCtively ; and the faid InſpeCtors hal duly 
and regularly return, in every Week, to the Recerver of Corn Returns, the Week] 
Prices and Quantities of Corn and Grain, on Pain of forfeiting, for every Neglect 
therein, the Sum of Ten Pounds; and the ſaid Inſpector or Inſpectors ſhall alſo re- 
turn Duplicates of ſuch Weekly Prices of Corn and Grain to the Cullector or other 
Chief Officer of the Cuſtoms, at all the Ports within their reſpective Diſtricts: Pro- 
vided always, That no Miller, Factor, Merchant, Clerk, Agent, or other Perſon 
buying Corn for Sale, ſhall be capable of being appointed or of acting as an Inſpec- 
tor, and that the ſaid Juſtices ſhall have Power to diſcharge any Inſpector or In- 
ſpectors ſo appointed, or to be appointed, for Miſbebaviour or Neglect: Provided 
- alſo, That in caſe of the Death, Diſcharge, or Reſignation of any ſuch Inſpector or 

Inſpectors of the Prices of Corn and Grain, in the Everal Ditri Ss, it ſhall be law- 
ful to and for Iwo Juſtices of the Peace acti ng for the Diviſion where ſuch Vacancy 
+ ſhall happen, to appoint a fit and proper Perſon or Perſons in the Room or Place of 
ſuch Inſpector or Inſpectors ſo dying, or reſigning, which ſaid Inſpector or Inſpec- 
tors, ſo to be appointed, ſhall act in the Execution of the Duty, until the then next 
General Quarter Seflions of the Peace after the Appointment is made. | 


X. That every Inſpector of the Prices of Corn and Crain ſhall, previous to his tak- 
ing upon him the ſaid Office, take and ſubſcribe, before 'T'wo Juſtices of the Peace 
tor the Town, County, or Diviſion, where he ſhall reſide, the following Oath (or, 
being of the People called Quakers, athrm) ; videlicet, | |

the Receiver of Corn Returns appointed, or to.be appointed, by virtue of an Act 
paſſed in the Tenth Year of His preſent Majeſty's Reign, (intituled, An Ad for regiſter> 
ing the Prices at <vhich Corn'ts ſold in the ſeveral Counties of Great Britain, and the Juan- 
tity exported and imported ), of the Weekly Quantities and Prices of Corn and Grain at

tivered to me by the ſeveral Buyers of Corn and Grain at the ſaid Market; and that I 
will uſe my beft Endeavours to procure true Accounts of ſuch Quantities and Priccs, 
from ſuch Buyers, and in all Things, to the beſt of my Skill and Judgment, act con- 
formable to the Directions of an Act paſſed in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Reign of 
His Majeſty King George the Third, (intituled, An 47 for better regulating and aſcer- 
taining the Importation and Exportation of Corn and Graiz 5 and alſo for better regulating 
the Exportation of Starch, and the Importation of Rape Seed.

And alſo that every ſuch Inſpector ſhall duly and er enter in a Book or Backs, 
to be provided and kept for that Purpoſe, the ſeveral Accounts of the Quantities and 
Prices of Corn and Grain received by. him from the reſpective Buyers, and of the 
Returns made up thereon, and tranſmitted by him to the faid Receiver of Corn Re- 
turns in London; which ſaid Accounts, Book or Books, and Returns, thall not be 
made publick, or ſhewn by the ſaid Inſpector, or by his-Privity or Conſent, to any 
Perſon or Perſons whatever, unleſs called for or required by the ſaid Receiver of Corn 
Returns, or by an Order in Writing, under the Hands of Two Juſtices of the Peace 
for the County in which ſuch Inſpector ſhall reſide, under the Penalty and Forfeiture 
of the Sum of Twenty Pounds. 


XIX. That all Inſpectors of the Prices of Corn and Grain ſhall, and they are re- 
quired and directed to include and return the Quantities and Prices of Britiſb R 
Seed fold and bought at ſuch reſpective Markets, in their Weekly Accounts, to the 
Recerver of Corn Returns in London. | 


XXIV. That the Inſpectors ſhall, in all Returns to be by them made, compute the 
Quantities of Corn and Grain by the Buſhel of Eight Gallons, commonly called or 
known by the Name of The Winchefter Buſhel ; and in all Caſes where //heat ſhall 
have been fold by Weight, r Pounds Weight ſhall be deemed equal to One 
Buſhel of ſuch znchofler eaſure. 2 | 


XXV. That the ſeveral Inſpectors ſhall be entitled to, and ſhall receive ſuch Sum and 
Sums of Money for their Care and Trouble therein, as the Juſtices of the Peace for 
the reſpective Counties before mentioned, in Quarter Seſſions aſſembled, ſhall re- 
ſpectively order and direct, out of the Public Rates for each County, &c. in Manner 

reſcribed by an Act of the roth Year of his Majeſty's Reign, for paying for the 
urns by that Act ordered to be made. . 


XX. That from and after the Appointment of the Inſpectors, all Millers, Factors 
Merchants, Clerks, Agents, and other Perſons, being Buyers of Corn for Sale, {hall 
deliver, or cauſe to be delivered, upon Demand, to the ſaid Inſpector for the Town 
whereat they ſhall reſpectively buy any Corn or Grain, an Account in Writing, ſigned 
with their own Name, of the Quantity fo by them received during the Week, with 
the Prices thereof, and by what Meaſure or Weight the fame was bought; in De- 
fault whereof every ſuch Miller, Factor, Merchant, Clerk, Agent, or other Perſon, 
being a Buyer of Corn for Sale, ſhall, for every ſuch Offence, forfeit and pay the Sum 
of Ten Pounds ; and the ſeveral Returns fo to be made ſhall be allowed and received 
in Evidence in all Courts whatſoever. 


XXI. That every Miller, Faclor, Merchant, Clerk, Agent, or other Perſon, being a 
Buyer of Corn for Sale, ſhall, within Three Calendar Months next after the paſſin 
of the ſaid Act, or within One Calendar Month from the Lime he ſhall begin to — 
in Corn and Grain, at any of the Markets to which the Regulations are meant to 
extend, take and ſubſcribe the following Oath (or, being one of the People called 
Quakers, affirm); videlicet, |

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1 A. B. do ſwear [or affirm], That the Returns of the Prices and 222 of Briti/h 
Corn and Grain, which henceforward ſhall be by me bought, ſhall, to the beſt of my 
Knowledge and Belief, be true and juſt, and, to the beſt of my Judgment, conforma- 
ble to the Directions of an AA, paſſed in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Reign of His 
Majeſty King George the Third, intituled, An A for better regulating and aſcertaining 
the Importation and Exportation of Corn and Grain; and alſo for better regulating the Ex- 


portation of Starch, and the Importation of Rape Seed. 


Which Oath or Affirmation any Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace for the reſpective 
County or Counties, within the above deſcribed Diſtricts, is and are authorized and 
required to adminiſter; and every Oath or Affirmation ſo taken ſhall be returned to, 
and filed by the Clerk of the Peace for the County, City, Town, or Place reſpec- 
tively; and in caſe any Perſon ſhall buy Corn for Sale, without taking the ſaid Oath, 
every ſuch Perſon ſhall, for every ſuch Offence, forfeit and pay the Sum of Ten 


Pounds. 


X XVI. That all Penalties and Forfeitures, except where it is otherwiſe directed, ſhall 
be levied by Diſtreſs and Sale of the Offender's Goods and Chattels, by Warrant 
under the Hand and Seal of One Juſtice of the Peace acting in and for the County, 
&c. where the Offence ſhall be committed; upon the Confeflion of the Party or 
Parties, or upon the Information of any One or more credible Witneſs or Witneſſes 
_ Oath; and the Penalties and Forfeitures, when recovered, after rendering the 

verplus (if any be) upon Demand, to the Party or Parties whoſe Goods and Chattels 
ſhall be fo diſtrained and fold (the Charges of ſuch Diſtreſs and Sale being firſt de- 
ducted) ſhall be paid to the Treaſurer for the County; and in caſe ſufficient Diſtreſs 
ſhall not be found, or ſuch Penalties and Forfeitures ſhall not be paid forthwith, ſuch 
Juſtice, by Warrant under his Hand and Seal, ſhall cauſe ſuch Oftender or Offenders 
to be committed to the Common Gaol or Houſe of Correction of the County or Place 
where ſuch Offence ſhall be committed, there to remain, without Bail or Mainprize, 
ſor any Time not exceeding Three Calendar Months, nor leſs than Thirty Days, un- 
leſs ſuch Penalties and Forfeitures, and all reaſonable Charges, ſhall be ſooner fully 


paid and fatished. 
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
